The cool white mat- 
tings were down, and the stately old 
house, in the mysterious and lovely 
moonlight, was more beautiful and 
noble than ever. 

We had never before been there 
in the absence of the family, and it 
was a strange experience — all the 
more strange because on the train, 
coming down to Washington, we haj>- 
pened to have l>een reading “The 
Prisoner of Zenda.” 

The next morning, Sunday, I went 
into the vacant office of the private 
secretar}', Mr. Thurber, and left 
there a proclamation to the effect 
that, having arrived at the seat of 
government and at the mansion pro- 
vided by the nation for its chief 
magistrate, and having found the 
plaoe deserted, I thereby assumed 
the reins of government, and forth- 
with proceeded to issue my first com- 
mand — of a nature personal to the 
secretary.
